British Ambassador at Washington Has Made No Pro-

ized Movements in Behalf of Boers 


Washington, Dec. 27.—The British am- 


bassador, Lord Pauncefote, has uade 
no protest to the authorities here rel- 
ative to the reported organized move 
merits In various parts of the country in 
behalf of the Boers, although these mat- 
ters were subjects for discussion be- 
tween Secretary Hay and the air is- 
sador as late as yesterday afternoon, in- 
cluding th« «Ueg«d Fenian movement. 
The only attention which the embassy 
is giving to these reports is to keep ad- 
Vised through the British consuls at 
various points as to any movements of 
Importance. 


Lord Pauncefote is too well experi- 


enced In American methods to make this 
matter the basis of offic^i representa- 
tions at this stage", and it Is said at the 
etate department that he has not even 
found 
it necessary to remonstrate 


against' the alleged violation of neu- 
trality involved in'the recruiting of sol- 
diers for the Boer army within the do- 
mains of the United States. It is sug- 
gtsted that the txplanation for this at- 


titude Is a preference on the part of the 
British to deal with such persons as may 
enlist here for the Boer army after they 
leave the boundaries of the United 
States, and it is not d«ubted that all,of 
these movements that really promise to 
amount to anything *r* being carefully 
watched with a viewer to catching the 
volunteers at some convenient point by 
fleet cruisers. 


Should it turn out that a Fenian move- 


ment of the kind alleged tc exist is 
actually discovered and brought to the 
attention of the United States govern-

New York, Dec. 27.—The Molineu* 


trial was resumed yesterday, with Ex- 
pert Henry L. Tolman on the witness 
stand. He said H is an infallible rule 
that any writer in either simulated or 
dissimulated writings will, somewhere 
in the writings, forget himself, fail to 
keep the disguise or simulation success- 
fully, and allow to creep in his own pen 
habits. 
Mr. Tolman then went into a 


technical explanation of the writing In 
viie of the "Barnet" letters. He talked 
a steady stream of technicalities, speak- 
ing rapidly and in a low tone. 
, Recorder Goff finally grew Impatient 
at the long-drawn-out testimony, and 
told Assistant Attorney Osborne that hg 
did not see the necessity for having the 
witness go through all of the exhibits. 
To this Mr. Osborne assented, and the 
evidence of the witness was accordingly 
cut as short as possible. 


At noon the direct examination of Mr. 


Tolman was finished, and his cross-ex- 
amination was commenced. Mr. Weeks 
enlivened the proceedings by asking the 
witness if he remembered identifying 
the signature of the city clerk ot Mad- 
ison, WIs., and -if ha remembered tes- 
tifying in a case at Hartford. Mr. Tol- 
said that he refused to identify the 
signature of the Madison official, or to 
pass upon it In any way, and that he 
had nevfcr been in Hartford. The cross- 
examination, though bringing out the 
fact that the witness had never be- 
fore had occasion to call such prominent 
attention to the matter of energy im- 
pulse as In this case, failed completely 
to shake the belief of the witness that, 
Roland B. Mollneux wrote the address 
on the poison package. 


San Francisco furnished the next 


handwriting expert, In the person of 
Daniel T. Ames. 
Mr. Ames testified 


that he had been a student of hand- 
writing for 40 years, and that he had 
testified in many famous cases, includ- 
ing the Botkin poisoning case In Ban 
Francisco, in which poison was sent 
through the malls. 
The witness de- 


tailedj the methods which he had cm- 
ployed in the examination of the hand- 
writing of the defendant, and he then 
entered into an account of the various 
methods employed by persons anxious 
to disguise their handwriting. 
Fore- 


man "Martin asked the witness what 
prominence he gave to the question of 
pictorial effect and the witness said, 
that pictorial effect was not the most 
important point to be considered. Pic- 
torial effect, he said, lay largely In the 
slant, and he claimed that the slant did 
not materially change the character of 
a person's writing.

London, Dec. 27.—Briton and Boer ap- 


parently mark time, in South Africa. 
The scattered items of news that come 
through indicate no changes In the broad 
military aspect of affairs, and the edge 
Is taken off the minor matters rep'orted 
by the fact that most of the dispatches 
bear date of a week ago. 


There is an idea in some quarters here 


that General Buller's destruction of the 
Tugela bridge heralds an attempt to cut 
off the Boers now south of the river, but 
the general opinion Is that the British 
will not make any serious move pending 
the arrival of Lord Roberts. 


The newspapers continue actively dis- 


cussing and criticising the management, 
or rather mismanagement, of the cam- 
paign. The advent of horse sickness 
throws increased attention upon the 
question of transports and the want of 
wagons, which may tie the British forces 
to the railways. The Daily Chror.icls 
Bays: Plenty of wagons could be ob- 
tained from the United States, but the 
government, with very indiscreet pa- 
friotlsm, have refused to avail them- 
selves of the'opportunlty. It would have 
been better if the authorities had fol- 
lowed Lord Kitchener's example at 
Atbara bridge. Will liiey even now ap- 
ply to tHe American factories? 


The Times editorially attacks the ad- 


ministration of the war office, calling at- 
tention to correspondence disclosing 
"glaring defects" and declaring that the 
British army is being managed for the 
benefit of the war office and not of the 
nation. 


Dispatches from various points Indi- 


cate the steady growth of Dutch disaf- 
fection. The Cape Town correspondent 
of The Daily Chronicle reports the dis- 
covery of a plot to connive at the escape 
of Soer prisoners. The Times advises 
stern treatment of the disaffected Dutch 
colonists and the enforcement of the 
penalties of treason against persons and 
property. 


The Sixteenth Lancers will go to South 


Africa from India at the special request 
of Lord Roberts, even after the govern- 
ment had decided that no more troops 
Should be withdrawn from India. 


The war office has nominated Sir Will- 


lam Siokes as consulting surgeon to the 
South African forces. He will leave 
Dublin for the Cape in a few days. 


Lord Somerset writes to The Times 


urging the seizure of Lourenzo Marquez 
and .Us retention, If necessary, until the 
end of the war In order to prevent the 
landing of war material for the Boers. 


The transport Tantallon Castle has 


arrived at Cape Town with a number of 
Howitzers and quick-firing guns, which 
General Buller urgently needs-- The 
government has chartered the Lake Erie 
of the New Eldor, Mempster & Co.'s line, 
which was built for the Canadian mail 
service. She is' a vessel of 12,000 tons. 


The recruiting of British colonists in 


Cape Colony is actively 'proceeding. 
Thirty thousand are already under armi 
and several thousands more will be 
added. 


Dispatches from Modder Elver, dated 


Thursday, Dec. 21, report that inter- 
mittent firing was continuing on both 
Bides, although the Boer shells fell short. 
A number of Free State burghers had 
surrendered. There Is an unconfirmed 
report that a Canadian picket was cut off 
near Belmont It is also asserted that 
fever is raging among the Boers. 


The tests of wireless telegraphy at 


Modder River have been highly success- 
ful, communication over a distance of 
70 miles being perfectly established. Six 
Marconi instruments intended for the 
Boers have been seized at Cape Town.

TUGELA'S BLUFF BANKS. 


Natal Hirer «t Till* Setuon !• it Deep 
•nd Rapid Stream. 


From near Its source, in the Drakens- 


burg sange, right down beyond Rorke's 
drift, the Tugela river, the passage of 
which General Buller tried to force the 
other day, is a broad, rapid stream at 
this time of the year, just at tie end 
of the rainy season. 


Around Colenso, on the south side, 


the country is broken and hilly, as it is 
across the stream from there, and ad- 
mirably adapted to the Boer methods 
of fighting, past masters of taking ad- 
vantage of shelter as they are, says 
the New York Herald. Like all the 
country round about here, the land is 
absolutely bare of trees. Through this 
country the Tugela has eaten Its way 
down to a deep bed, with steep bluff 
banks north and south. In the neigh- 
borhood of Colenso, where the contend- 
ing forces came into conflict, the north 
bank is even steeper than the south. 
. Except where there may happen to 
be a ford there is a sheer drop of from 
seven to ten feet, and where, as at 
Colenso, the hills Impinge closely on 
both sides the Tugela is a difficult 
Stream to cross at any time. But two 
such crossings exist, one about two 
miles east and the other some three 
miles up stream from Colenso. 
The 


hills fall away on either bank, and 
when the stream is low both .fords 
were used by the ox teams of the farm- 
ers before the road bridge was built 


Thousands of people have been up 


the Hudson where it narrows down as 
the river sweeps past Anthony's Nose, 
just at the angle below Garrisons. Ex- 
cept that the hills are not so precip- 
itous not the stream so wide the bro- 
ken ground on both banks near Colen- 
so is very much of that character, and 
the illustration may enable one to form 
a conception of the difficulties of cam- 
paigning In such a country. 


AlUgator'a Neat Found. 


A Fort Worth (Tex.) dispatch to the 


Chicago Inter Ocean states that an 
alligator's nest has been found in the 
Algelina river bottoms, near Nacog- 
doches, by June B. Harris in which 
was the mother and So young ones 
about one foot long.

Mr. Harris states that this 
oviparous animal Is invariably found 
with this species of reptiles while the 
young are In a state of hibernation.

demonstrated what its authors assert- 
ed, that very few people in New York, 
even among cotton brokers, would 
know a cotton plant if they saw one.—

How the Oak 'Will Grorr.

The State of Affair* Sntd to Ertst In 


the Government Service. 


"Why is it that women are practical- 


ly debarred from receiving promotions 
to the higher places in the government 
service?" asked a government clerk of 
a quarter, of a century's experience.

"It is because they are held back by 


members of their own sex," h« said. 
"Some time ago a lady in one division 
I know of was so favorably regarded 
that she \^ould have been made chief 
of that division, but as soon as her 
prospects became known her fellow 
clerks of the same sex became Indig- 
nant and united in a protest They de- 
clared that they could never work un- 
der her; that they would a thousand 
times rather have a man than a woman 
to "boss' them. They wouldn't allow 
her to 'lord it over them.' 


"That is only a sample of many 


cases. Women can be depended upon 
to antagonize women under such cir- 
cumstances. Not only did they do so 
in the case I have cited, but they ac- 
tually gave the marble heart and the 
Icy hand to this woman after they de- 
feated ber prospects of a promotion. 
I am satisfied that one of the most in- 
fluential obstacles to women in their 
effort to secure equal recognition with 
men comes from their own sex."

the question then moved off before his 
audience of lady clerks had an opportu- 
nity to reply to his assertions.—Wash- 
ington Star.

The dedication of Berkshire mill No. 


4, which will take place in Adams Sat- 
urday evening:, will be one of the events 
of the year in the history of Northern 
Berkshire. W. B.' Plunkett haa ar- 
ranged for a dance In the mill that 
evening to which everybody is invited. 
Special trains are likely to run from 
down the county bringing1 hundreds to 
paj-take of Adams hospitality. No one 
need fear to come, for thene will be 
room and attention for thousands. The 
big mill can accommodate a whole 
township. 


The mill to be dedicated this week is 


the mill whose corner1 stone was laid 
by President McKinley last June. It is 
a mammoth structure, the addition of 
which, to the mills of the Berkshire 
Cotton manufacturing company at Ad- 
ams makes the company's plant rank 
among the largest in the country and 
the world. It is a plant about which 
a large town might be builded with it 
as the sole means to the population's 
support. The population of Adams haa 
been very materially increased by it 
and the town's volume of business has 
been added to in a great degree by its 
presence. The new mill will do a great 
deal more in these directions and will 
be a large factor in the rapidly advanc- 
ing: prosperity of Adams.

ANOTHER CHALLENGED

beat time to hold) city election* to on 
the regular atate «leetan day in No- 
vember, the main reason being that 
the more laauea there are to be settled, 
the greater the interest, and the great- 
er the vote. Persona not interested in 
•tate nolRlcfl may be in city affairs, 
and vice versa, so that between the 
two there would be but few voters 
who would not vote. Then, too, if one 
matter Interests a voter enough to 
bring him to the polls he will take 
occasion to express himself on every 
name and issue the ticket presents. 
Some will say that state and t*ty 
politics are too much to crowd into 
one day's voting, but a city ticket adds 
but three or four names to the ballot 
and we would give but little for the 
mental qualifications of a voter that 
cannot intelligently absorb the two 
issues In one day. In New York state, 
state and local elections are held on the 
same day successfully. Then by hold- 
Ing both elections together, is a great 
saving to the municlpalltes, not only In 
the time it takes tha voters to go to 
the polls but in money; it would save 
Pittsfleld in the neighborhood of J1000 
annually. A consolidation of election 
days would not satisfy the professional 
politician, but It would appeal strong- 
ly to the average voter.—Pittsfleld 
Eat'e. 


We do riot believe that North Adams 


would agree with the Eagle's views. 
In the first place it would be impossible 
to keep state aJid city politics separate 
if state and municipal elections oc- 
curred cm the same day. There la no 
question about the tntferferencei. All 
observers must see that the results of 
state elections are highly colored by 
city conditions, and the tendency Is 
more to this direction. Men and organ- 
izations having ambitions which centre 
on city affairs strive to be as neutral 
as possible in the state election which 
precedes the city election so that no- 
thing may develop to injure their pros- 
pects. Or they make what trades seem 
to be most advantageous to their aims. 
And candidates for representatives are 
not always above helping such trades 
along'. 


In North Adams we have no fault to 


find with the interest taken in city 
elections. There is a very healthy in- 
terest taken in them by North. Adams 
voters. This year our registration was 
by far the largest In the history of the 
city and 90 per cent of it went to the 
polls on the wettest and dreariest elec- 
tion day in theshort history of our city. 
We can find no fault on the score of 
interest. 


The Eagle says that the city ticket 


would add only three or four names to 
the state ticket and so would not do 
very much in the way of confusing the 
voter. That Is hardly a fair statement 
In our recent city election there were 23 
names on the ballot besides three ques- 
tions to be answered in the affirmative 
or negative by the voter. And this too 
when the democra.ta omitted, a name 
for the mayoralty, omitted making a 
nomination for library trustee, named 
but six out of seven possible candi- 
dates for the council and endorsed both 
republican candidates for school com- 
mittee. If both parties had made a 
full list of nominations and all the 
names had been added to the number 
on the state ticket we are of the opin- 
ion that it would have made an un- 
wieldy ballot. 


The matter of expense and the New- 


York example are not to be seriously 
considered.

TWO PICTURES OF WAR. 


WITH ALL ON BOARD 


Noranmore's Crew Saw Her 


Go Down with Fifteen Men 


in Mid Ocean 


Norfolk, Dec. 27.—With ner great 


•teel bows bent and twisted by mur- 
derous seas, two propeller blades gone 
and ateel lifeboats transformed by 
giant waves so that they resembled the 
figure S, the overdue Johnston liner 
Noranmore, a 16,000-ton vessel, the larg- 
est tramp boat afloat, arrived in port 
Just night, 21 days from Liverpool, after 
encountering a hurricane of tremendous 
proportions, and one that nearly sent 
the big ship to the bottom of the ocean. 


Captain Richardson brought the first 


news of the loss of the bark in mid- 
ocean, with 15 souls, of the almost un- 
equalled heroism on the part of a boat's 
crew from his ship in an attempt to 
gave the lives of the men on the sink- 
ing ship, and how in the hurrl ;ane and 
darkness his own men nerrowly escaped 
death. 


Tlie Noranmore had a tempestuous 


voyage all the way over, and last Sat- 
urday night was struck by the same 
Btorm that sent the Ariosto on Hatteraa 
reef, and 21 men to their death. 
It 


was 8 o'clock in the evening, the waves 
running mountain high, and the wind 
blowing a huricane, when lights were 
seen in the distance, and above the 
fury of the storm came human cries 
(or help. 


The Noranmore had only ballast 


aboard, and, olg ship as she was, tossed 
like a feather, the seas making clean 
breaches over her. She, however, bore 
down on the distressed ship, and could 
see that it was a bark, already awash, 
all masts gone, the crew waving lanterns 
and frantically begging to be saved. 


British Officer Describes How 


His Comrades Fell 


BITTERNESS AMONG TEE BOERS. 


Contracting-Deaerlatlon* of tbe South 


African War—Boer* Determined to 
Fla-at on Until Cranked, Write* a 
Pretpria Woman—Gallantry of Brit- 
ish Troop* Under Fire. 
Two graphic pen pictures of the war 


In South Africa are presented by the 
accompanying letters, sent to the 
Washington Post by the recipients, 
who know how widespread is the inter- 
est felt in the United States in the 
progress of events. One letter is from 
an English officer of rank. It tells of 
the heavy losses at Dundee Oct. 20, 
when the British forces so gallantly 
charged the intrenched position of the 
Boers in the hills across the river from 
Dundee and of the ghastly mortality 
among the officers under the hail of 
lead from the Boer marksmen. 
The 


second letter is from one of those born 
to suffer—a young woman in Pretoria, 
whose comments upon the war are 
tinged with the great bitterness of one 
who sees husband, father and brothers 
doomed to fall In a hopeless struggle. 
The story of the fight at Dundee reada 
In part as follows: 


"My darling, thank God I am safe 


back, but we have had a very hard 
time of it and as bard fighting as any 
one would see. And now I will tell < 
you about the battle and subsequent 
events. We stood to our arms in camp 
at B a. m. the morning of the 20th of 
October and were then dismissed. Sud- 
denly we saw the Boers appear upon 
the tops of the hills, about 4,000 yards 
from the camp, right on the other side 
of Dundee. They very soon opened

The cries of the imperiled ones irere 


now piteous, but the lifeboat had hardly 
left the Noranmore when a tremendous 
wave overturned it, and the would-be 
rescuers were precipitated into the sea. 
They fortunately wore life belts and 
managed to right the boat. Lines had 
by this time been thrown them, and 
they were dragged through the waves 
to the Noranmore. 


A second attempt was made to rescus 


those aboard the bark, but she had dis- 
appeared in the darkness and storm. 
Although in imminent peril himself, 
Captain Richardson stood by until 
morning, and then steamed to where 
be had seen the bark, but she had Bunk 
with all on board. 


No wreckage could be seen, and it was 


Impossible to learn her name or desti- 
nation. 
She appeared to have three 


masts, and evidently had been loaded 
with a bulky cargo. 
The bark was a 


vessel of probably 1000 tons. 
The 


storm continued with unabated fury, 
and the Noranmore had to change her 
course several times, finally heading for 
Norfolk. 


Captain Richardson said that in all 


his experience he never encountered 
such a storm. 
The big ship sustained 


severe damage, and will have to be re- 
paired here. 
The waves at times com- 


pletely hid the ship, and swept every- 
thing movable from the decks. Sev- 
eral sai/ors were swept about the deck 
and sustained severe injuries. 


A crew from the Noranmore volunteered ] 
to man a lifeboat, and, in the height i fire on us with shells, which luckily 
of the storm, a steel boat was launched. | did not burst and which came all 


around and in our camp. 


"We replied with our artillery, and 


then three regiments fell Into line on 
the east side of the town. Colonel 
Gunning took our first line, extended, 
and I took our second. We lay down 
on a slope and then went across some 
very marshy ground with wire all 
across it and. under a heavy Hotehkiss 
and rifle fire from the hill opposite. 
However, we got across this without 
losing a man, and all three regiments 
descended into the bed of the river and 
waited to attack. 


"The Dublins were put Into the first 


line and were told to get across into a 
wood, with farm buildings, to the di- 
rect front. We were to he the sup- 
ports and the Irish fuslleers the re-1 
serves. This was a nasty run; but, in 
good extended order, we got across,, 
losing only a few men, and gained the 
near edge of tbe wood, where we re- 
covered our breath. When we got all 
the men together,' Colonel Gunning 
took the left and told me to look after 
the right of the line. 


"We got through the next part of the 


wood very well under a heavy flre, and 
I took three companies through the 
garden and round the outhouses of the 
farm. We were then about 150 to 200 
yards off the nearest Boers, and there 
were a great many on a hill to our 
right front who were firing at us a* 
about 1,200 yards range. We pushed 
out and gained the walls one by one 


the Lucknow residency. M» Victoria 
cross came to him for an act of hero- 
ism to one of the minor engagements, 
by which the country was cteared of 
rebels. In chasing a batch of mu- 
tineers he eaved the life of a native 
officer, and a moment afterward, BM- 
tag two sepuya making off with a 
standard, he rode after them and 
Wrenched It from their hands, carry- 
Ing off the standard as a musket, 
pressed close to his body, missed fire. 


After the mutiny several years of 


quiet administrative work passed over 
Roberts In India until he was called to 
take part m the Abyssinian expedition, 
the dispatches of which he carried 
home to England announcing fts com- 
plete success. When Lord Lytton be- 
came vicenw, he offered Roberts the 
command orithe Punjab frontier force, 
carrying with it the responsibility for 
the frjatier administration. Thus it 
came about that when hostilities with 
the Afghans broke out he was sent to 
support Yacoob Khan in KabuL The 
position was a mcst difficult one, and 
after much fighting he found himself 
compelled to concentrate his forces In 
Sherpur, where he held out through a 
winter. With 7,000 men he resisted all 
the assaults of 100,000 fierce tribesmen 
and insured the conquest of the coun- 
try. S«me months later, in 1880, came 
the fatal battle of Malwand, and it be- 
came necessary to relieve Kandahar. 
To Roberts was intrusted the task, and 
the march has become a historic one 
In the annals of the British army. 


With 10,000 men, 8,000 followers, 


2,300 horses and gun mules he marched 
the 313 miles from Kabul to Kandahar 
between Aug. 9 and 31. He found the 
garrison in a demoralized condition, 
but a complete victory over Ayub 
Khan near the city resulted in the 
British installing Abdur Rahman in ef- 
fective rule over the whole country. 


The administrative reforms institut- 


ed by Lord Roberts of Kandahar dur- 
ing his tenure of office as commander 
In chief of India are pevtoaps as good 
a title to his country's gratitude as the 
victories he won. In innumerable de- 
tails the British soldier in India owes 
an immense debt to the commander 
who has ameliorated his barrack life. 
As a leader in the field he possesses the 
absolute confidence of the army.

—shot clean through the head and only 
lived ten minutes. 


"We then got an order to rendezvous 


more to our left behind the farm build- 
ings. I withdrew the companies to the 
place. An order came to General Yule 
from Sir P. Symons to attack the hill- 
side. I can assure you it was an aw- 
ful place to go, and especially under 
the fire of the best shots In the world. 
The Dublin fusileers should have ad- 
vanced first, but General Yule ordered 
us to assault the hill. We did so and 
were exposed to a very not fire, es- 
pecially over the first field, after leav- 
ing the houses. I can't run as well as 
I used to, so was longer than the oth- 
ers, but we gained the bottom of the 
hill and over the stone wall at the bot- 
tom and then, got to some stones about 
30 yards up the hill and crept on.

In the head about two feet from me. 


"When we were in this position, we 


had to stay, and the fire was tremen- 
dous—volleys, independent guns and 
Maxims going on for about two hours. 
It was more difficult to see the Boers, 
as they had taken up such good places 
behind stones and walls and were fir- 
ing through loopholes. The companies 
on my left moved around under cover 
of the walls and bit by bit crept up to- 
ward the top of the hill. Poor Pechell 
was killed early, and Boultbee and Nu- 
gent were wounded, the latter in three 
places, but not severely. Martin was 
again hit In the left, but not badly. 
Taylor was hit three times before be- 
ing killed and young Hambrough the 
same. Bit by bit they crept up, and 
just before gaining the top poor Gun- 
ning was killed, shot through the 
heart. As we gained the top they re- 
tired over the other side. The artillery 
galloped up, but did not fire at them, 
retiring for some reason, probably 
thinking there was an armistice, to 
bury the dead. 


"We then had the worst time of all, 


as we had to get the dead and wound 
ed together and the battalion formed 
up. It was awful, having to carry th< 
number of guns and an Inexhaustible 
supply of ammunition. Roberts cawe 
under fire for the first time in a 
skirmish, when 8 of his party were 
killed and 30 wounded. Soon after- 
ward, In another of the engagements 
near the walls of the city, the young 
lieutenant was hit by a bullet near the 
epine as he was helping the drivers 
keep the horses quiet while Umbering 
up the guns.

Two-thirds of the Product Now 


Comes From Beets. 


0BEAT DEVELOPMENT BHOWI, 


Remarkable Growth «f tm* Imftnrtry 


IB the United State* Blnee 1854. 
Comt IB That Time Has Beea Bo- 
tueed More Than Oae-half-JTaTMUi 
Showing; Productloa of Socar. 
Two-thirds of the world's sugar la 


now produced from beets. Prior to 
1871-2 the world's production of beet 
sugar had never reached 1,000.000 
tons; In the present crop year It is, 
according to latest estimates, 5,510,000 
tons, while the cane sugar crop, which 
In 1871-2 was 1,599,000 tons, Is In the 
present year 2,904,000 tons. Thus cane 
sngar production has scarcely doubled 
daring the period nnder consideration, 
while that from beets has more than 
quintupled. Meantime the price baa 
fallen more than one-half, the average 
cost In foreign countries of all sugar 
Imported Into the United States In the 
fiscal year 1872 being 5.37 cents per 
pound and in 1899^2.39 cents per pound. 


These facts are" shown by a tabula- 


tion prepared by the treasury bureau 
of statistics at Washington in response 
to the demands for information regard- 
ing sngar production which have fol- 
lowed the meeting of congress and the 
prospective consideration of matters 
relating to the sugar producing islands 
which have recently come Into closer 
relations with the United States. 


No development of the world's pro- 


duction of food stuffs has been more 
rapid or striking than that with refer- 
enc > to beet sugar. In 1854-5 the total 
beet sugar crop of the world was but 
182,000 tons; by 1864-5 it had reached 
636,000 tons; in 1874-5 it was 1,219,000 
tons; in 1884-5, 2,545,000 tons; in 
1894-5, 4,792,793 tons, and in 1899-1900, 
5,510,000 tons. In 1854-5 beet sugar 
formed 13 per cent of the world's total 
sugar crop and in 1899-1900 it formed 
68 per cent 


Thus the sugar producing area of 


the world has in less than half a cen- 
tury been shifted from the tropics 
northward, and the farmer of the tem- 
perate zone has shown his ability not 
only to compete with the low priced 
labor of the tropics, but in doing so 
to reduce by one-half the cost of the 
article produced. 


The following table 
shows the 


world's production of beet and cane 
sugar respectively, and the grand total 
in each year from 1872 to 1899, also 
the average price of sugar in foreign 
markets, the'figures of cane sugar pro- 
duction being those of Willett & Gray 
of New York; beet sugar those ol 
Licht of Europe, and those relating to 
price being obtained from statements 
supplied by importers into the United 
States of the cost in foreign countries 
of the sugars v.-hich they import The 
figures relating to production are the 
crop years, those of price fiscal years.

CUP FOR HERRESHOFF?

ed with a lovingr cup recently by bis 
employees at Bristol.

Keeping pace with scientific thought 


and progress certain pioblems which 
in the past have been shelved for want 
of light being thrown upon them have 
teen taken up again one by one to un- 
dergo further examination by the aid 
of improved science.

For instance, not to go out of Eng- 


land for example, Cromwell was a 
hypochondraic and bad visions, Dean 
Swift inherited insanity and was him- 
self not a little mad, Shelley was call- 
ed by bis friends "Mad Shelley," 
Charles Lamb went crazy, Johnson 
was another hypochondriac, Coleridge 
was a morbid maniac, Milton was of a 
morbid turn of mind, nearly approach- 
ing insanity (modern Ideas of bades 
are largely formed on the description 
evolved by his diseased Imagination), 
and Byron said be was visited by 
ghosts. 


This mental alienation occurring in 


tbe foregoing cases shows that cer- 
tain specific groups of brain cells have 
come under the baneful Influence of 
the guiding spirit called talent or 
genius, which has used up all the en- 
ergy stored iu each cell and each group 
of cells, to the detriment of the whole, 
with the result that their ceasing work 
has brought about various types of 
Insanity as depicted or, to phrase It 
wore softly, induced disturbance ot 
the mental equilibrium. 


The remaining problem Is absent- 


mindedness. This is produced by a 
temporary 
disjunction 
of

groups of cells. A man becomes so 
absorbed in bis study of soine partic- 
ular subject and lends his whole 
mind to thought tbat the hard think- 
ing disorganizes tbe groups, of cells 
employed In the process of reflection,

To place Field Marshal Lord Roberts 


in command in South Africa at the 
present moment is at once an admis- 
sion by the British government that 
the moat serious crisis has arisen and 
an auticlpation of a popular demand. 
French reverses would inevitably have 
caused a cry in England for "Little 
Bobs," the "soldiers'.general." With 
tb'e army he has always been a com- 
mander to be followed Implicitly any- 
where. Simce the famous march to tba 
relief of Kandahar in 1880, by which 
he retrieved the early disasters of the 
Afghan war, he has enjoye4 the repu- 
tation of being tbe strongest general 
England possesses In military ability 
general estimation places him on a par 
with Lord Wolseley, the present com- 
mander In chief. \\c has not bad the 
direct contiol of tne war office exer- 
cised for so long by Lord Wolseley, 
but as commander in chief in India for 
two terms has been responsible for 
placing the Indian army in its present 
condition of efficiency and for a com- 
plete system of defense arranged to 
guard against a Russian Invasion from 
the northwest frontier. In the ordi- 
nary course of things he would succeed 
Lord Wolseley as commander -in chief 
of tbe British army at the war office 
headquarters in the course of next 
year. 


Lord Roberts is now in bis sixty-sev- 


enth year and a* an age when his 
days of active campaigning might be 
considered over is called upon to face 
the hardest task of bis military ca- 
reer. But since his return from India, 
while he has been quietly fulfilling tbe 
duties of commander of tbe forces in 
India, there have been no signs of any 
weakening of his vigorous physical 
powers, and the small, spare frame of 
tbe veteran may, well withstand the 
hardships of the South African cam- 
paign. It Is a pathetic coincidence tbat 
the day which called him to fresh duty • 
for his country should be tbat of the 
death of bis only son, Lieutenant tbe 
Hon. Frederick Hugh Sberston Rob- 


I erts, who has died from tbe wounds 


received when serving with Thorney- 
croft's horse in covering the retreat 
and who had been through five cam- 
paigns, though he wasjaot yet 30. An- 
other bereavement had already be- 
fallen Lord Roberts in the death of his 
nephew, Major Sherston, in one of Lord 
Methuen's battles. 


This is not the first time that Lord 


Roberts has been sent out to the Cape 
on a military errand. With a soldier's 
terseness and perhaps a touch of bit- 
terness in acquiescing in the instruc- 
tions of the pciiticrl authorities, lie 
thus describes the episode: 


"I did not return to India until the 


end of 1881, six weeks out of these pre- 
cious months of leave' having been 
spent in a wild goose chase to the Cape 
of Good Hope and back upon my being 
nominated by Mr. Gladstone's govern- 
ment governor of Natal and command- 
er of the forces in South Africa on the 
death of Sir George Colley and tbe re- 
ceipt of the disaster-at'Majuba Hill. 
While I was on my way-to take up my 
command peace was m'ade with the 
Boers in tbe most marvelously rapid 
and unexpected manner—a peace, alas! 
without honor, to which may be at- 
tributed tne recent regrettable state of 
affairs in the Transvaal—a state of af- 
fairs which was foreseen and predicted 
by many at the time. My stay at Cape 
Town was limited to 24 hours, the gov- 
ernment oeing apparently as anxious j 
to get me away from Africa as they | 
bad been to hurry me out there." 
j 


As a subaltern of Bengal artillery | 


Lord Roberts went out to India in 
1852. But he was soon able to join his 
father, General Sir Abraham Roberts, 
a veteran Indian officer, who did not 
receive bis appointment to command a 
division until his sixty-ninth year. 
From him he learned much relating to 
Afghanistan and the campaigns of 
1851, which he afterward turned to 
good account. He was fortunate in 
early receiving a staff appointment, 
and as a knowledge of Hindoostanee 
was necessary he shut himself up and 
studied Indian literature with tbe best 
munsbl, or instructor, he could get un- 
til be attained proficiency. He was at- 
tached to the quartermaster's depart- 
ment and thenceforward familiarized 
himself with the multitudinous details 
of camp pitching and preparations for 
locating troops which belong to the of- 


fice,

The chief occasion when he was call- | 


cd upon to use bis power of organiza- I 
tlon in this direction was during the ' 
grand tour made In 1859 by Lord Can- 
ning, the first viceroy and governor 
general of India, In order tp proclaim 
to the native princes and people that 
tbe queen had taken over tbe govern- 
ment of their country from the Bast 
Indian company. The moving camp 
was an immense one, and the state 
processions into Lucknow and other 
towns were purposely made on a mag- 
nificent scale to impress the oriental 
miiid. 


But, though Roberts' special duties 


lay in departmental administration, he 
had plenty of personal hard fighting 
throughout tbe mutiny. He was at- 
tached to the movable column which 
was sent to attack Delhi, the focus of 
tbe rebellion. The position of the small 
British force before the capital of the 
insurrection was for months a perilous 
one. Fighting was of dally occurrence, 
the mutineers having an unlimited 
we have, the* Boers dad a gun mount- 
ed on a high hill about 4,000 yards 
away, dropping shells on the road we 
were marching along, and our artillery 
got Into action like lightning and by 
the third shot blew the gun to pieces 
and killed all toe gunners.

In an interesting and graphic letter 


from Ladysmlth one of two brothers, 
both privates in the royal army med- 
ical corps, says: 


"I have just returned from Nichol- 


son's nek, which Is several miles away 
from the town. Herbert and I with 
the rest of tbe corps have been collect- 
ing the wounded who fell in tbe big 
fight there. I found one man propped 
up against a rock. When he saw me, 
be called out in a weak voice, and I 
went up to him at once. I saw that 
both arms were broken and that he 
could not raise either of them. About 
two yards away there was a cigarette 
case which some one bad dropped in 
the battle. 


"'I'm all right, old boy,' said the 


wounded man. 'There's lots worse 
than me all round. Get them on the 
stretchers first I can last out a bit. 
I'll tell you what you can do. See that 
case of "faga?" Well, just take one 
out and stick it in my mouth. I've 
been watching it for ever so long, but 
I couldn't pick It up. I'd give any- 
thing for a smoke.' 


"I gave him a cigarette. It would 


have done your heart good to see how 
he puffed away at It. The poor fellow 
seemed quite contented 'and happy 
when he had got It. I saw this inscrip- 
tion inside the cigarette case, 'From 
Alice to Fred In Memoiy of Happier 
Days.'"

FEM FOR ARMY HORSES

Dreaded Horse Sickness Ap- 


pears In the British Camo. 


PABTOJULAB8 OF THE DISEASE, 


M-mtmrntm *mt IB Go** Co»dltto» For

When the New York Sun's corre- 


spondent cabled to London from Frere 
camp In Natal the other day that 
there was "one case of horse, sickness" 
In camp, it may not have 'seemed a 
very serious statement As a matter 
of fact it was, and those few cabled 
words contained more serious news 
than many messages describing the 
loss of human life. Tbat one sick 
horse in Frere camp has already caus- 
ed more anxiety in the British camp 
than would the sudden appearance of 
a commando of 5,000 Boers. Already 
the lack of horses has over and over 
again prevented the British troops 
from following up initial success. It 
was so at Belmont, at Gras Pan and at 
the Modder river. It is hampering 
Oatacre at northern Oape Colony, and, 
with the exception perhaps of Elands- 
laagte, It has been the case in nearly 
every engagement of note in Natal. 


In addition to the kick of horses 


there is the further detriment that the 
English horses are evidently very unfit 
fpr their work. 
British, cavalrymen 


are expensively mounted, and their 
horses are of aa excellent type, but in 
the piping times of peace they are 
chiefly employed In "eating their heads 
off," and though they are in fine horse 
show condition and groomed to perfec- 
tion, making a noble show on parade, 
they are too tender for sudden cam- 
paigning1 in ^""country such as South 
Africa. 


A correspondent at Oape Town ca- 


bled some time ago that whereas the 
Australian horses landed there in good 
serviceable 
condition 
the 
English 


horses arrived with their joints swol- 
len and stiff. 
This is partly due to 


their "tenderness" and partly, no doubt, 
to the long voyage of 7,000 miles. 
When the transports first began to 
leave England, it was freely prophe- 
sied that the horses would suffer more 
than was necessary, inasmuch as they 
were too cramped, and "slings" had 
not been provided in their stalls. Thus 
the horse would be obliged to support 
his entire weight on his legs through- 
out the long journey of 17 or 18 days, 
In some cases indeed for nearly a 
month. The sling, otherwise a band 
passed under tte horse's body to take 
some of his we%ht off his legs, was 
objected to on the ground that in rough 
weather it ma'iJe the horse helpless to 
withstand the motion of the boat, 
which woula. consequently buffet him 
from side to sldej|of his narrow stall. 
It was pointed out that there was no 
need for the horses to be "slung" the 
whole time and that the amount of 
rest given by means of slings when 
the sea was moderate would be of 
grea^ value, "i However, slings were 
not used, and, be the reason what it 
may, It Is certain that the cavalry 
, horses sent to South Africa are not 
only far too few, but in very poor con- 
dition, to rectify which there is no 
time to spare. 
? 


Thus, If horse sickness on a large 


Bcale be added to these two evijs, it1 is 
evident how serious the result may be, 
and this is why I venture to suggest 
that the sick horse of Frere camp gives 
more cause for perturbation than even 
a message bringing the sad news of 
some brave men's death; for on the 
horses and mules in South Africa de- 
pend the lives of many men. 
The 


more efficient the transport service and 
the cavalry are the sooner will the 
war be over and the fe'we* the lives 
sacrificed on either, side. 


In most parts of South Africa the 


dangerous season for horse sickness 
extends from January till early in 
May, but in some seasons the disease 
appears sporadically during November 
and December. Low lying areas and 
valleys are the dangerous places. High 
plateaus have such immunity that it is 
a common practice to send horses from 
a low country to graze on these areas 
during the summer months. An unex- 
plained peculiarity of the disease is 
that, although it appears every year In 
one or more districts, it only in certain 
seasons becomes general over large 
areas. 
Seven serious epizootic out- 


breaks have occurred hi South Africa 
since the first historical one In 1763. 
On one occasion 70,000 horses and 
mules, worth over £500,000, died. Its 
exceptionally early appearance has 
been reported among the Boer horses 
near Ladysmitb, but all horses, mules 
and donkeys in South Africa are liable 
to it, with the exception of the com- 
paratively few specimens of "salted" 
animals which have recovered from 
two attacks of the malady. Probably 
05 per cent of the horses affected die 
and of mules almost as many, while 
donkeys, being subject to a milder 
form of the disease, do not suffer se- 
verely. Their taking It, however, would 
render them unserviceable for the 
present campaign. 


Mr. Robert Wallace, professor of ag- 


riculture at the University of Edin- 
burgh and the author of "Farming In- 
dustries of Cape Colony," writes to the 
London Times the following particu- 
lars of the disease: 


Horse sickness (Edema mycosis) IB a 


malarial fever which is produced by a 
micro organism— one of the Filamen,- 
tosea fungi— which under suitable con- 
ditions of heat and moisture grows in 
the veld, but whether In water on the 
soil or as a parasite It is not yet 
known. 
Under the microscope the 


Vegetative spores of the fungus In the 
blood from a horse well advanced in 


the disease can be easily seen like to 
many minute beer barrels, and the my- 


At icubi two varieties of the disease 


arc known—the common form, the Boer 
"paardziekte," In which the lungs are 
most seriously affected, owing no doubt 
to the disease having been contracted 
by breathing, and "dlkkopzlekte," la 
which swelling of the head and neck 
or of the tongue forms the most prom- 
inent symptom. In both varieties the 
Incubation period between the ti&e the 
organisms gain access to the system 
and the first sudden rise of tempera- 
ture Is about eight days; Wat, while the 
former usually terminates fatally In 
about 12 days from .the onset of the In- 
itial rigor, death in the latter Is gener- 
ally delayed for a few days more. In 
the common form of horse sickness 
death occurs very suddenly after the 
temperature has risen to about 106 de- 
grees F. The animal feeds freely till 
within a few minutes of death, and 
when the crisis occurs it is simply 
drowned in an exudation of its own 
blood serum into the air passages. 
These become gorged with a dense 
white froth, which does not collapse 
en a portion of it, like soap bubbles 
being blowc from the mouth and 
nostrils in the death struggle. Both 
forms of the disease con be induced In 
healthy horse,s by venous inoculation, 
and another form locally situated in 
the abdomen has been produced by in- 
gestlon through mixing the blood of a 
diseased horse with the animal's food. 


Numerous experiments by the direct- 


or of the Bacteriological Institute at 
Grahamstown have shown "that no 
material can be obtained from the 
bodies of animals which have died of 
the malady that can be used in practice 
to produce Immunity in healthy ani- 
mals." The use of serum from animals 
which have recovered from the disease 
has also proved abortive. A measure 
of success has, however, attended the 
inoculation of horses with Infected don- 
key's blood and with attenuated virus 
got by transmission of a virulent virus 
through partial immune animals. By 
these means a mild form of the disease 
is produced. A period of at least 50 
days-is allowed >tp elapse, during which 
secondary attacks of fever and mod- 
erately high temperatures occur at fre- 
quent Intervals. By repeated mild at- 
tacks the system is fortified against 
subsequent inoculation more effective- 
ly than by a. high temperature. 
The 


secondary fever which occurs to a 
horse after recovery from a natural at- 
tack is termed by the Dutch "anman- 
ning," and until the first °' these re- 
turns has passed off the animal is not 
fully protected or "salted." 


IiiOcnlation in any form Is conse- 


quently out of the question hi connec- 
tion with the preservation of the ani- 
mals engaged in the present campaign, 
and facilities for keeping them under 
cover during night are not available, 
but we doubt not the army veterinary 
department is alive to the other means 
which experience has shown are use- 
ful as measures of prevention. These 
are (a) the daily administration of 
email doses of arsenic and sulphur in 
the food, a measure which has proved 
most ef&cacious among police horses 
which have to be out on duty at night; 
(b) the penning closely together of 
horses within a bush fence, preferably 
to a sheep or cattle "kraal," where the 
accumulation of manure tends to ele- 
vate the temperature of th> floor of 
the Inclosure and to prevent mist ris- 
ing close to them, and (c) the provision 
of nose bags to act as air filters through 
which the animals breathe.

Moody and a friend had just arrived 
with a man in a carriage. He spied 
me at once and, In bis breezy way, be 
shook hands and exclaimed: 'This is 
ordered of God. Our dear Christian 
brother here is dying from overwork 
in the cause of the Master, and the 
doctor says he must be put on board of 
a steamer. You must take charge of 
him at once. This is, indeed, fortu- 
nate.' 


"Mr Moody was proceeding to give

RARE SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Piece of Lend Extracted From a Boy'« 


Throat Without Tracheotomy. 


The London Chronicle's Vienna cor- 


respondent reports a surgical triumph 
achieved by Dr. Schroetter. 
A 12- 


year-old boy swallowed a piece 9f lead 
the size of a half sovereign. It passed 
the trachea Into a bronchus of the sec- 
ond order. Dr. Schroetter extracted it 
without performing tracheotomy or us- 
ing ansesthetics. Nevertheless the op- 
eration was painless. This is believed 
to have been the first time that such 
an operation was ever performed with- 
out a danger MIS surgical operation. 


The lead was located by means of the 


Eoentgen rays at the height of the 
fourth rib. 
A Kllian's bronchoscope 


was Inserted and electrically lighted, 
and the lead was" extracted with a spe- 
cially constructed pincette. 


Artificial Stone. 


A Russian engineer, M. Olschewsky, 


after long researches based on the 
method of Micbaelis, has made a good 
artificial stone, Bays the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 
Mlchaelis showed that hot 


eteam acting on slackened lime and 
ground quartz produced a hard silicate 
of lime, resembling the natural stone. 
Olschewsky ' employs 2 to 10 parts 
by weight of lime and 98 to 90 parts of 
sand. Artificial bricks and slates ure 
made in this way, and as they do not 
absorb moisture like natural stone 
they are better for some building pur- 
poses. The blocks are whitish, but 
cojj be colored artificially. Their form 
defends on the mold and can be highly 
ornamental. 
In Germany, Denmark, 


Holland and Russia this new Industry 
is flourishing so well that already 150 
works are making the stone.

BELGIAN HARE DISHES. 


Breeder* ot the Animal* Will 


Their Fleih In Various Stylei. 


Persons whose palates have never 


been regaled with the ,, delicious flavor 
of the meat of the Belgian hare should 
attend the annual exhibit of the Kan- 
sas City Fanciers, Poultry, Pigeon and 
Pet Stock association to be given ^in 
Convention hall Jan. 17-22. There will 
be Belgian bare fried, Belgian hare 
roasted. Belgian hare fricasseed and 
Belgian bare in any and all styles to 
suit the most fastidious epicure, and 
it will all be served free of charge. 


At last year's poultry show the Bel- 


gian hare exhibit attracted no little at- 
tention. There were a large number 
of animals in the exhibit, bucks valued 
at $100 each and blue blooded does 
with their young. The children never 
tired of looking at the meek appear- 
ing brown animals, and their elders 
awoke to the fact for the first time 
that the Belgian hare industry assum- 
ed respectable proportions in Kansas 
City and vicinity. The truth ot the 
matter is that the two Kansas Citys 
are recognized throughout the country 
as a center of the Belgian hare indus- 
try. 
There are located near Kansas 


City several hare farms, and the breed- 
Ing of hares for the market is a busi- 
ness in which many men and consider- 
able capital are employed. 


The meat of the Belgian hare is as 


much superior to that of the ordinary 
cottontail or the familiar Jack rab- 
bit as quail is superior to the common 
barnyard fowl. Hundreds of the ani- 
mals are slaughtered at Kansas City 
annually, and every pound of neat 
finds a ready sale at fancy prices. 
There is a local Belgian hare club, and 
recently the Interstate Belgian Hare 
club, composed ot hare raisers in Mis- 
souri and Kansas, has been organized. 
It will leave no stone unturned to 
bring to the attention of the public 
the merits of the hare as an article of 
food. 


The exhibit of Belgian hares at the 


coming poultry and pet stock show 
Is expected to be one of the largest 
ever held in the United States, says the 
Kansas City Times. There will be on 
exhibition many of the finest speci- 
mens in the country. The serving of 
hare flesh, prepared In all the different 
styles known to culinary art will be 
an innovation and will doubtless serve 
to acquaint many people with the value

Boers Have as Little Idea of British 


Resources as They Have of 


Heaven. Causes of War 


and Boer Outrages 


A brief repovt was given In yester- 


day's Transcript of an interview with 
Walter R. Decker ,who has Ju&t come 
from Johannesburg. Mr. Decker is' an 
interesting talker, and to one who is 
at all interested in the South African 
war, 
his stories of life and customs 


there throw a fund ot light on the 
causes of the war and the general anti- 
Boer sympathies of all Outlanders, 
whether of British birth or not. Mr. 
Decker is a contractor in the mines of 
the City and Suburban gold mining 
company of Johannesburg, which em- 
ployed 30,000 Kaffirs 
and 
about 800 


white overseers. The mine was closed 
October 14, and two days later Mr. 
Decker left for this country, reaching 
New York after a 52 days' trip, and 
coming to North Adams to spend 
Christmas with his daughter, Mrs, W. 
M. Burch. 


Mr. Decker ia a strong British sym- 


pathizer, which is of especial interest 
since he says he had great sympathy 
with the Boers before he went there 
and learned to know them. He says 
that in this country the Boer charac- 
ter is not understood. Here they are 
regarded aa a God-fearing, liberty- 
loving, honest people, fighting for the 
right and their own freedom. As a 
matter of fact, he says, nothing could 
be further from the truth. There are 
two classes of them, and neither an- 
swer this description. 
The Boers 


proper, or country farmers, are Ignor- 
ant, lazy, and 50 years behind the 
times. They are also extremely cruel 
in some instances to the Kaffirs, who 
are practically-although not nominally 
slaves. Mr Decker tells some vivid 
stories of the beatings given these 
helpless servants, amounting: in some 
cases to serious assaults. 


Then there are the burghers, or the 


natives in the city, who are better edu- 
cated, but whose only use for their su- 
perior knowledge is to enable them 4o 
secure offices In which they can be- 
come rich without working. Money 
is their one object in life, and it is only 
by using it freely that an Out ar.der 
can accomplish anything with them. 
Their "justice" is on a basis of this 
kind, and arrest means practically 
certain sentence, unless the 
officers 


are helped by a gift of some kind to 
appreciate the innocence of the man 
under arrest. They tax not only the 
Outlanders, but-even the poor Kaffirs 
who work in, the mines, and who are 
the only people to do real manual 
labor, are taxed for a large *>er cen- 
tage of their small earnings. 


Added to this ignorance on one side 


and greed on the other is an absolute 
lack of progressive ideaa, a fixed hatred 
of the British who pay most of the 
taxes and who have developed the 
wealth of the country and an overbear- 
ing confidence in their own power. It 
can reach ly be seen why the country 
has of recent years entirely outgrown 
the Boer government, and why the 
sympathy of all the Outlanders who 
lived there, whether English or of 
other nationality, Is solidly against 
the Boers. 


The causes of the discontent of the 


Outlanders are pretty generally and 
correctly understood here. The ab- 
boluti; lack of equal privileges given to 
the foreign taxpayers, forming s con- 
spicuous example of "taxation without 
representation," is of course the b:sis 
of it. Mr. Decker tells many examp'es 
of the way in which Outlanders are 
oppressed, and of the refusal of the 
Boers to recognize the justice of the 
claims of anyone not a Boer. 


The ignorance of the farmer Boers 


of the resources of Great Britain, Mr. 
Decker says, is sublime. As he puts it, 
"they don't know any more about 
England than they do about heaven, 
and they know precious little about 
that, In spite of their pretentious," 
They did not realize at all when they 
began the war what the power of Eng- 
land was, and had been led to believe 
that England was afraid of them by 
forbearance in the past The Intelli- 
gent burgher office holders in the city 
of course knew what war meant, but 
Mr. Decker believes that they, or the 
most of them, were willing to have the 
war for the sake of what they could 
make out of it for themselves individ- 
ually. 


When they left the country fighting 


had been in progress for about a week, 
and Mr. Decker at that time believed it 
would be all over within six months. 
The results so far have shown, how- 
ever, that it may take longer than that. 
But of the ultimate success of the 
British he has not the slightest doubt. 
It is simply a question of men. The 
Boers have called on all their resources 
at the start, and will be unable to fill 
their ranks again after losing men. 


Mr, Becker's description of the way 


in which they were forced to leave thp 
country is vivid, and not particularly 
flattering to the Boers. The latter at 
first expressed themselves as anxious 
to have the mines kept running, and 
promised to issue permits allowing 
enough Englishmen to remain to pre- 
vent the shutting down of the mines. 
All other Englishmen were given eight 
days in which to leave the country. 
But when those who -wanted permits 
came to apply for them, they found 
that in taking out permits they would 
have to take the oath to support the 
Boer government instead of remaining 
absolutely neutral. This would make 
them liable to be called upon to fight 
for the Boers, and of course no one 
would accept the permits. The mines 
were therefore closed, Mr. Decker's 
being shut down Saturday, October 14. 
Monday night they all started to leave 
the country, as there were bu* two 
days of the eight remaining. The 
Boers had by this time closed all the 
railroads, with the exception of one 
owned by a Dutch company. This was 
the only way of escape, and everyone 
was forced to go by this route, thus 
turning thousand of dollars into the 
company coffers. Not only this, but It 
meant a much longer-Journey, by way 
of Deiagoa bay, and more time and. 
expense. 


Mr. Decker, knowing Kkftt th* crowd 


would be great, bought a nn*-clu§ 
ticket, thinking thus to inaure the se- 
curing of accommodations. When the 
train he waa to take pulled in, how- 
ever, it consisted of a few coaches and 
a large number of small, open coal 
cars. Almost every available place on 
every car was occupied within a few 
moments. 
Mr. Decker succeeded in 


obtaining a place in the center of one 
of the coal cars, and rode that night 
with hla valise for a seat, meditating 
on the joys of a first-class ticket. The 
next noon he got a eeat in a coach, and 
Wednesday noon arrived at the coast. 
There he spent one night on the sand, 
and finally secured passage for Eng- 
land. On the voyage home there were 
two deaths and one birth. 


Mr. Decker says that while Ameri- 


cans were of course not required to 
leave, there was nothing else to do, as 
the Boers had siezed every available 
supply of food, and there was nothing 
but starvation for those who should re- 
main. 
They siezed anything they 


wanted, 
food, supplies, or horses, 


without a moment's warning. In re- 
turn they gave receipts which will be 
redeemable if the government stands 
at the end of the war. Otherwise the 
owners will lose all. The values they 
put on the articles they siezed were far 
below their real value, so that to the 
Outlanders, or Rooienecka, as the Boers 
call them, the business seemed little 
short of robbery. Mr. Decker expects 
to return to Johannesburg as soon aa 
the war is over, and expects then to 
hnd the country a much pleasanter 
place to live in.

amend the law (Chapter 578 of the acts 
of 1898) and to appoint such commit- 
tees as may be deemed wise; alalo to 
transact any other business that may 
be desired in connection with this law. 


"This call ia issued consequent to a 


circular letter relative to the said law 
by the board of public works under 
date of August 24 last, and to which a 
majority of the cities and towns an- 
swered that in their opinion aome of 
the crooked places in the law should at 
least be made straight and other 
amendments made.
